WASHINGTON, October 16. — A] would be completed by about October 


stamp tax of two cents on all bank 
checks is provided for in an amend- 
ment to the war revenue bill, adopt- 
ed by the Senate Finance Committee, 
which is revising the House draft, by 
a vote of 8 to 6. 

Such a tax is opposed by Treasury 
Department officials, and many Sen- 
ators, because it not only would be 
a serious inconvenience to business 


but would tend to discourage thrift | 


and encourage hoarding. 

The amount of revenue from such 
@ tax would be small, in the opinion 
of experts. 

‘Consideration of the revenue Dill 
progressed so rapidly today that 
Chairman Simmons tonight reiter- 
ated his prediction that the bill

Aside from the bank check amend- 
ment, the only change made in the 
House stamp tax section was to ex- 
empt fidelity and surety bonds from 
such taxes. 

An amendment placing these un- 
der a monthly tax, as provided in 
the bill for cagualty insurance, was 
substituted. 

In considering the general admin- 
istrative provisions of the Dill, the 
committee indorsed House sections 
increasing the salary of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to $10,-
